Our young 
and Middlo-ogtid men aro stepping Tor- 
word to enrol themselves as mombtvs of 
the Active Voluoicer Fnrcoof ihe IVov- 
inco : nol from n ruere childish whim to 
11 play soldier ; H but from on luticst con- 
viction thai u Klernol vigilanco is the 
price cf liberty/ 1 and that, its view ol 
what is transpiring across tho American 
lines, il behooves iho people to be pre- 
pared for any emergency. 

There is no question but tho Govern- 
ment of Canada has fostered this move- 
ment ; end to a xaty great exlent, 
(whether from a desire In secure local 
favor or from a higher inoiivv— tho weal 
of tho country, wo do not pretend losay,) 
while the prota, actuated similarly, nn 
doubt, has urged ils importance upon ihe 
authorities ond functionaries of iho Jand. 
If the motive bo good, tho question arises 
—is it supported by Government ond th* 
people, as it deserves 1 Truf r successive* 
administrations Invo countenanced and 
sanctioned— yea, encouraged, this move- 
ment ; but not in that kind of manner cal- 
culated to awaken the people to ael from 
the higher motive. We do not o*k for 

extravagant grants of public money, to be 
recklessly sfpiaudered upon favorites and 
drones: these tuck the life-blood from 
any such movement. We do not Want 
the bird earning) of ihe people waslefuMy 
expended for gmger bread trapping* for an 
Aclite Force ; but we &hould hke mnre 
encouragement to private companies hy 
supplying clothing to privates aud non 
comifiissionfd officers in Uto*s U. This i^ 
but rcdsonab^e, p*i licijarly when the fact 
ia lak«:n inta coa*idera;ion Ihat when en- 
rolling, the volunteer binds himself to serve 
for five year** a-id to give (if in Clan II ) 
his time for fife annual drill* of tit conse- 
cutive day*,— III bdihtinn to die uiual pa- 
rode* and drills of hi* company. This is a 
serious lax, and the encouragernvnt we 
speak of would be but a partial remunera- 
tion*

This tabic gives an ^lurale represen- 
tation of the pitches examined, and which 
were selected as average specimens of the 
whole Geld; but on a subsequent exami- 
nation, I found several brjrc patches al- 
most cnjjjely filled with ebcep sorrel {/lu- 
t nw« atet'Uttbi) and other?, which were 
largely intermixed with this plant.— 
Around ihc feocw onJ iLc outskirts of 
the field I fund a five-finger {Pvtentitta 
oma*hni\$) and come of tho ox-eye daisy 
(f*cue<inthemum ratyare.) Tho rarity of 
this latter weed on the whole farm wa« 
very remarkable. I have never before 
eeco any raeadowa so free from it. This 
meadow yielded about one and a half tons 
ihe acre. 

TIIE IRRIGATED MEADOWS. 

Contrary to my expectations, and to 
what is usually found in other places, the 
grass 0D tho irrigated lands was the pur 
est on tho farm,- A great number of 
.small section* were carefully examined, 
plant by plant, without finding a tingle 
ftpcu of any plant cavo Kentucky blue 
grass and while clover, in very nearly 
^ual proportions, Tir.,52oftbc former 
to 48 of the Utter- 

There was occasionally a spear of 
cheep Eorrel, and in two or three places I 
found three or four ox-eye dabtcs. A 
tingle plant of the butter cap was found 
in another ipot* With thews exceptions 
there was absolutely nothing on tho land 
care blue gra*3 and white clover. 

On irrigated meadows. generally, the 
Italian rye grars {Lotium Itaticum) com- 
mon ivc gr;*3 {I. ;>?*■< mic), and rough 
bulked meadow gra&a (/*oa tric(*tlv2$) t 
are found in great abundance ; in fact, 
they are usually the prevailing grucca; 
but I could not find a single plant of 
either of then on Mr. ClifVs lands. I 
have no doubt that tho introduction of 
the two former snociefl would increase his 
crop materially, but the latter ripens too 
late to cut with thc'olhcra. 
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td production in two and &" half yeiu^ 
leaving ever after a clear net Income or 
$200 as the reward of Iho enterprise. 

In tho cou.o)of my Journey from my 
own residence ib MnClift'sI estimated 
roughly tho (and nisccptiblc of benefit by 
Irrigation, which bused under my eye, at 
20,000 acres, assuming as before that the 
iocrciM/wia only ono ton to tbo sere, 
and il6 raluo to bo $10 per too, wc should 
receivo;from our now wasted watcre a. re- 
venue ^$200,000 annually. I fully be- 
lieve that, without reporting to anv exten- 
sive or costly eogineerinc operations, or 
any erections more complicated than anv 
good rbnner is capable of executing with 
bia ordinary help, it wiU.be possible -to 
incrcasj the annual value of tho graw 
hods of tho 8tafe of New York one mil* 
lion of dollar*, by tho judicious mo of the 
fitteams flowing through them. 

DRAINAGE AND IRRIGATION AESOCJATBD. 

I have already plated that lands lying 
on the routh side of Mr. Clift's stream is 
a undy loam, while that lying on the 
north if coanc gravel, tbroogh which the 
water leeches easily and rapidly. Al- 
though the south side is greatly benefitted 
by the water, it is very much leu so than 
the north fide, in consequence of the im- 
perfect drainage. Where lands are. flat 
and retentive, thorough underdriining is 
an indispensable accompaniment of irh* 
gation. Without it, the water may prove 
more injurious than useful. If tho land on 
the south side was well drained, it would 
without any doubt yield a greater burthen 
than the north side.
